ARMOU R—Probably of German workmanship, dated 1530 


It consists of the breast-plate, back-plate, closed 
helmet, arm-pieces, and gauntlets. The borders to the 
plates are very finely roped, and the whole is graceful in 
its general outline. The surface is divided by arrange- 
ments of flutings into narrow bands which are etched 
with floral scrolls, &c., introducing on the top of the 
breast-plate the letters GT, a crest, and the date 1530. 
The helmet is of an uncommon and interesting type, the 
crown-piece being roped to form a double comb. The 
vizor and bevor are chiefly peculiar showing a difference 
to other helmets of this period, as the vizor and bevor are 
here in two plates. The former as seen on the later closed 
helmets, but the latter being pierced on either side, the 
apertures having flanged edges to form a protection to a 

_ lance or sword thrust. The pivots by which the vizor and 
bevor are attached are the original, so there can be no 
doubt that the present face-guard actually was made for 
the helmet. The jaw-pieces are hinged above the ears and 
fasten down the front of the chin; this is strongly pro- 
nounced in shape. The helmet possesses no gorget 
plates, but finishes in a boldly roped channel, that should 
fit the top rope of the gorget, ensuring a free rotary move- 
ment of the head. 

The breast-plate is of semi-globose form, with laminated 
gussets. The taces, consisting of four plates, are attached 
to it, to the lowest plate of which are permanently hinged 
the graceful tuille-tassets. The back-plate fits the breast- 
plate, and has a deep garde-de-rein of three plates. These 
can be removed at pleasure. 

The arm-pieces consist of the rere and vam-braces and 
coudes, or elbow-pieces, of exceptionally large and graceful 
form 

The gauntlets are of the miton type 
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DIFFERENT PROPERTIES. 


98 A SALTCELLAR, of Henri II. ware (faience de Saint 
Porchain)-—44 in. high—French work, 2nd quarter of 
the 16th Century . 


It takes the form of a standing table saltcellar of small 
proportions, rectangular in its general composition. Hach 
face is composed of a simple frame-like moulding with 
an aperture in the centre. These are joined at the corners 
by fluted columns with the simple order of base and 
capital. Half way up the columns, as though suspended 
are rectangular escutcheons, charged respectively with 
the crowned arms of France, and the interlaced crescent 
and double D insignia of Diane-de-Poitiers. The same 
double D monogram appears in the bowl surrounded by 
a wreath. The base is moulded with semicircular cylin- 
drical feet at the corner, divided by grotesque masks. 

‘In the hollow of the saltcellar is a group of three 
Satyrs fastened back to back. On the base and around 
certain mouldings are inlaid strap and scrollwork, en- 
richments in a dark brown clay. There are touches of 
green enamel in the decoration.
